256 (CCPA, 1964); In re Herz , 537 F.2d 549, 551-52, 190 USPQ 461 (CCPA 1976); /n 
re Janakirama-Rao , 317 F.2d 951 , 137 USPQ 893 (CCPA 1963); When applicant 
contends that modifying components in the reference composition are excluded by the 
recitation of "consisting essentially of, applicant has the burden of showing the basic 
and novel characteristics of his composition - i.e. a showing that the introduction of 
these components would materially change the characteristics of applicant's 
composition. 
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Claims 2-10 and 20-24 are allowed.
